TODAY'S NEWS| 


EASTER. 
The Situation in Egypt. 
New York, July 6. 

The Herald Alexandria correspond- 
ent says: I presented myself to-day 
at the Palace, where two days before 
I had met with a cordial reception 
from the Khedive. The situation had 
meanwhile changed. When I called 
on the Khedive before he was tempo- 
rarily emancipated, through the influ- 
ence of the English and French Con- 
suls-General, but this morning Sir 
Auckland Colvin was once more seated 
with him. “Inquiry made it plain that 
Tewfik. is now completely under the 
thumb of English agents, whe control 
all his actions and have a powerful in- 
fluence over him. At my request To- 
rino Bey, master of ceremonies, ex- 
plained verbally the object of my 
visit, The Khedive, having consulted 
Mr, Colvin, to be exeused for 
his inability to answer questions at 
this present moment, advising me to 
see Raghib Pasha, President of the 
Council. I had a long talk with To- 
rino Bey, who remarked that the 
Kbedives fefusal of an interview 
would not prevent my giving his feel- 
ing on the subject, as he told me pre- 
viously. In speaking of the English 
and French policy the Khedive 
has been less reserved than formerly. 
He used to express great admiration 
for the French Consul-General, but 
since the departure of that gentleman 
he.seems inclined to lean on England. 
He is personally very cheerful, and, 
although recognizing his danger in the 
event of military occupation, he seems 
to think that England is the only true 
friend of Egypt. He accepts the ad- 
vice of Sir Auckland Colvin as im- 
licitly as if that gentleman were 
ime Minister. As regards France 
he knows that that power has endea- 
vored to place Prince Halin in his po- 
sition. He told me lately that he 
considered France as r of Tu- 
nis. He said that between him and 
Derush Pasha perfect accord existed; 
also that the Sultan was sovereign and 
spiritual chief. He has at heart 
both the bodily and spiritaal 
welfare of both myself and my 
ms ow Th Yesterday, in the Council of 
ini Arabi Bey violently attacked 
the Sultan aod Dervish Pasha de- 
m that the latter should leave 
the country immediately. To-day the 
Dervish Pasha was informed that bis 
mission has ended and if he refuses to 
take the hint and leave Egypt, he will 
be sent away. A teiegram was to-day 
received from the Sultan askiog if 
fortifications were being continued in 
spite of his imperative order to desist. 
A council is being held this evening to 
consider the answer as the guss are 
rapidly being placed in position and 
the Sultan fears that the English ships 

will bombard the forts. 


The Mingo Junction Disaster. 
WHeEeEtinea, W. Va., July 6. 
The scene at the wreek of the Scioto 
to-day almost beggars description. 
The anguish of those looking for their 
lost ones, added to the wails and sobs 
of those bending over the inanimate 
forms of dead leved ones recovered 
from the water, is heartrending. An 
Associated Press reporter arrived at 
the scene at noon, at which time only 
nine bodies had been recovered. Both 
banks of the river are lined with peo- 
ple. The work of dragging in the 
vicinity for bodies is still going on. 
Wm. Mulholland, of Wellsville, Ohio, 
under whose auspices the excursion on 
the ill-fated Scioto was given, said the 
boat took on board about 200 passen- 
gers at East Liverpool and 250 at 
Wellsville. The boat was very much 
crowded, and he refused to stop at 
other points where tickets had been 
sold. Taking his statements with 
others, it is sate to say that 500 souls 
were on board at the time of the cel- 
lision. Captain Smith, of Martins 
Ferry, who was on the John Lomas, 
says: When some distance from the 
Scioto he noticed that the boats were 
going to come together, and made 
s for the shock. Both 
steamers had on a full head of steam, 
the Lo going down stream at the 
rate of 15 miles per hour and the as- 
Scioto at the rate of 12 miles. 
It seems to be the prevailing opinion 
that the collision resulted from a mis- 
understanding or confusion of signals.

An Exciting But Disgraceful Scene in 
Congress. 
Wasurneron, July 6. 
There was an exciting scene in the 
House to-day. While Robeson was

Robeson, 
with manfulness has bottled bis wrath 
for years, apparently waiting the time 
when he could strike a crushing blow.

There wasa full 
house and members paid the closest 
attention to his speech. He paced 
back and forth in the space before the 
Speaker’s desk, gesticulating fiercely, 
and his voice rising from a hissing 
whisper to loud screams as he por- 
trayed the character of the assaults 
made upon himself and family. 
Pausing for a moment and facing 
Wnitthorhe, who sat twenty-five feet 
distant, he began in parliamentary 


attacks ever heard on the floor. He 
did not mention Whitthorne by name, 
but alluded to him as some one per- 
son,’ covering his language so that 
Whitthorne could not directly take 
notice of it.
